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The Chine Comsistes held ics mect- 
ing on March 11. Miss Mary Ferguson and 
Mr. George Geng reported on Chinese student 
and alumni services. The report and budget 
of the Council on Christian Literature for 
Overseas Chinese, from Hongkong, was dis- 
cussed, and the budgeted amount approved.

THE NEW CHINA NEWS AGENCY 


The New China (Hsin Hua) News Agency 
distributes daily mimeographed bulletins from 
its London office (45 Museum Street, W. C. I, 
London), which give a good indication of the 
type of news and propaganda now published 
in the newspapers of China. A great deal is 
said about harsh treatment of prisoners of war 
in Korea by the Americans (they never call it 
the United Nations Forces), evidently an at- 
tempt to offset the damaging reports of the 
large number of such prisoners who have asked 
not to be returned to Communist hands. The 
germ warfare issue continues to be pressed, and 
the Feb. 27 Bulletin carries a long statement 
by Colonel Frank H. Schwable, who is des- 
cribed as Chief of Staff of US First Marine 
Aircraft Wing, and was captured on July 8, 
1952. He states that the original order came 
from the US Joint Chiefs of Staff to General 
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Ridgeway in October, 1951, and was passed on 
from him through Generals Weyland and Ever- 
est to Korea, and the bacteriological bombing 
was passed over to General Schilt, of the First 
Marine Wing. Details of reconaissance, actual 
operations, and attempts at checking results 
are then given, with the final conclusion that 
“Operation Suprop” was “not worth a damn.“ 
Since much of the detail that he gives evidently 
took place before his arrival in Korea, in April, 
1952, one wonders how he knew what all these 
generals were doing. 

Another aspect of the news constantly em- 
phazed in these Bulletins is the economic de- 
velopment of China. For example, Peking re- 
ports on Feb. 25, that an eight month survey 
of the upper reaches of the Yellow River for 
its hydro-electric possibilities has just been com- 
pleted, and that 19 gorges have been tentatively 
chosen as sites for reservoirs and dams. 


Very considerable space is given to reports 
of progress from other Communist countries, 
countries which the Chinese in the past have 
paid little attention to. On Feb. 25, the 5th 
anniversary of the Communist coup d'ctat in 
Czechoslovakia, the Peking People’s Daily car- 
ried a full length article by Jan Drda about 
that country. He says that Czechoslovakia’s 
two great liberation days are May 9, 1945, 
when they were freed from Nazi domination 
by the Soviet Army, and February 25, 1948. 


They are also much interested in the struggle 
in Vietnam, and give in much detail the plans 
of the Vietnam Lao Party for 1953. The 
fourth plenary session of that Party in January 
listed five main objectives for the year 1953: 

1. To stir the masses to activity.

CHURCH NEWS 


The Catholic News, a diocesan weekly for 
the New York archdiocese, carried in its Feb. 
28 number a news report from Father Patrick 
O’Connor in Hongkong on the fate of Pro- 
testant denominations in China. After describ- 
ing, quite accurately, the way in which a major- 
ity of Chinese Protestant leaders have suc- 
cumbed to Communist influence, he points out 
that the Communists have had only local and 
partial sucesses in promoting “reform” groups 
among Catholics in China. This difference is 
due, he thinks, to three reasons: 1. Protestant 
variations and uncertainties in doctrine and 
in church authority have helped the Commun- 
ists specialized tactics. 2. Protestantism's own 
history gave the Communists an excuse for 
what they have done. We're only doing what 
you yourselves did 400 years ago,” they say. 
3. Protestant ranks were already infiltrated 
with Red sympathizers before the arrival of 
the Communist government. He notes particu- 
larly two Canadian and one American mission- 
ary fellow-travelers, and the fact that the Chin- 
ese YMCA was Red-tinted five years ago. 


Liu Liang-mo represented the Chinese Pro- 
testant Church at the Peace Conference at Berlin 
October 16-18. He told them that he was there 
in place of Y. T. Wu to represent the 700,000 
Christians of China. In emphasizing freedom 
of religion in China, he stated that the 182 
churches in Shanghai, where he lives, are open 
every Sunday, and the church bells ring, call-

Chih-kun, Lutheran pastor Chi Ting-tao, 
YMCA Secretary Fu Chao Fu-shan, and Yench- 
ing School of Religion acting head Newton 
Chiang are mentioned as having made state- 
ments about the matter. Similar action was 
taken by 19 church units in Wuhan. 


Episcopal Bishop Tseng Yu-shan of Honan 
on October 19 ordained four men to the priest- 
hood of the Episcopal Church: Ch’eng Keng- 
kuang, Li- Ya-lang, Chang Ming-hsin, and He 
Lien. The ceremony was held in Trinity 
Church, Kaifeng. Archdeacons Wang Hao- 
yuan and Chang Hsueh-min are listed as hav- 
ing taken part. 


About four hundred Protestants and two 
hundred each of Catholics and Buddhists were 
in the great 200,000 person parade in Nanking 
on October 1. Luther Shao, Marcia Wang, 
and a Mrs. Chou (Christian Advent Church) 
are the only participants mentioned by name. 
As each section of the parade passed the speak- 
ers’ stand at the Circle (Hsin Chieh K’ou), 
the loudspeaker blared forth who they were. 
So as the Christians marched past they were 
introduced, and something was said of what 
they have been doing the past three years for 
the rehabilitation of the country. The parade 
lasted from 5:30 a. m. till 2 p. m. 


A campaign has been started by Chinese in 


Malaya, led by Sir Cheng-lock Tan and Mr. 
Tan Luck-sye, to establish a Chinese University 
in Singapore. The government has a Univer- 
sity there, the University of Malaya, formed in 
1947 from the amalgamation of Raffles College 
and the King Edward VII Medical College, 
which is open to students of all races and 
religions. However, in accordance with British 
policy in Malaya, preferential treatment has 
always been given to Malay students, with the 
result that Chinese students have had to go 
to Hongkong or to China. The Vice-Chan- 
cellor, Sir Sydney Caine, states that they have 
wanted to set up a school of Chinese studies, 
but have not been able to find properly quali- 
fied teachers. The editor of the Hongkong 
Standard, Jan. 21, points out that with all the 
highly trained Chinese available in Hongkong, 
Sir Sydney has evidently not looked very hard. 


A recent report in the Hongkong Standard 
states that TB and other health problems are 
increasing among students in China, due to 
the hard work required of them and the poorer 
diet which they are getting. 


The New Church Magazine for Jan. 16 
reports that 47 Wuhan Christian students met 
in the Wuchang YMCA on Jan. 4 for the 
discussion of student and church problems. 
Prof. Hsieh Shou-ling of Central China Theo- 
logical Seminary summed up the discussion 
in the following questions and answers: 

1. What shall be done about church unity? 
Ans. The church must be forcibly united into 
one body. 

2. What about the thinking of the church? 
Ans. The theological thinking of the church 
is too miscellaneous and unorganized. We 
must correct and organize it, and make it 
uniform. 

3. What of the actual work of the church?! 
Ans. The church must be purified and the 
work organized. 


One of the teachers in the newly organized 
Chin Ling Union Theological Seminary at 
Nanking is Lo Shih-ch’i, former dean at Chee- 
loo Seminary. He is teaching one course on

Before the Communist era missionary work 
in Taiwan was carried on chiefly by the Can- 
adian and the English Presbyterian Missions. 
They are now rather disturbed by the large 
number of other denominations invading their 
territory, and have issued a statement inviting 
all newcomers to work within the bounds of 
the church as already organized. While there 
is great need for additional missionary per- 
sonnel, it does not seem in an area so small 
as Taiwan that it is to the best interests of 
the Kingdom to further multiply denomina- 
tions. Therefore we would suggest that other 1. 
churches contemplating work in Taiwan con- 
sider the possibility of co-operating in the work 
of the already established denominations. Re- 
presenting the oldest and largest church on 
the island, we Presbyterians would welcome 
those of like reformed faith and practice to 
work within the framework of this established 
church.
